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On 8/10/90, the writer met with SSA I I 

Congressional Affairs Section , FBIHQ, ext.4510, concerning 
captioned matter. SSA I 1 was requested to research the issue 

of "coastwise shipping" in U.S. statutes and determine if public 
record information identifies Congressman WRIGHT as a major 
influence on one or more pieces of legislation involving this 
issue since 1985. 


SSA 


] identified Title 46 (Appendix) of the 


United States Code as the applicable section of U.S. law 
involving "coastwise shipping". He provided the writer with 
photocopies of two documents which are attached. These documents 
are an example of the extensive research which must be conducted 
to identify legislation concerning "coastwise shipping" which 
might have been influenced by WRIGHT. 


The first document is a copy of Title 46 (appendix), 
U.S. Code, section 883 concerning coastwise shipping of 
merchandise. At the end of the statute are historical statutory 
notes of amendments of this statute. 


The second document is a sample of an amendment to 
Title 46, USC, Section 30101 concerning coastwise shipping. This 
is from the 11/23/89 edition of "LAWS OF THE 100TH CONGRESS". 

SSA | I noted this document provides details which would not 

be contained in most USC updates. He noted the list of ships, by 
name, contained in the amendment. SSA I l advised that other 

Congressional documents, if properly researched, would identify 
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the Member of Congress r ecommendi ng special legislation for each 
of the listed ships. SSA I I advised that unless the WMFO 

source could obtain the exact identity of the AMERADA HESS ships 
in need of special legislation, extensive research would be 
required for each of the 20 listed ships in this amendment. If 
information is located in Congressional records identifying the 
ships, the "speech and debate" clause may prevent use of the 
information in court. 

SSA I 1 advised additional amendments to this one 

statute may list many other ships in need of special legislation. 
Numerous sections of Title 46 are applicable to coastwise 
shipping. He noted ammendments to any of these sections may 
contain special legislation.

§ 883. Transportation of merchandise between points in United States in other 
than domestic-built or rebuilt and documented vessels 

No merchandise shall be transported by water, or by land and water, on penalty of 
forfeiture of the merchandise .(or a monetary amount up to the value thereof as 
determined by the Secretary of the Treasury, or the actual cost of the transporta¬ 
tion, whichever is greater, to be recovered from any consignor, seller, owner, 
importer, consignee, agent, or other person or persons so transporting or causing 
said merchandise to be transported), between points in the United States, including 
Districts, Territories, and possessions thereof embraced within the coastwise laws, 
either directly or via a foreign port, or for any part of the transportation, in any 
other vessel than a vessel built in and documented under the laws of the United 
States and owned by persons who are citizens of the United States, or vessels to 
which the privilege of engaging in the coastwise trade is extended by section 13 or 
808 of this title: Provided, That no vessel having at any time acquired the lawful 
right to engage in the coastwise trade, either by virtue of having been built in, or 
documented under the laws of the United States, and later sold foreign in whole or in 
part, or placed under foreign registry, shall hereafter acquire the right to engage in 
the coastwise trade: Provided further, That no vessel which has acquired the lawful 
right to engage in the coastwise trade, by virtue of having been built in or 
documented under the laws of the United States, and which has later been rebuilt, 
shall have the right thereafter to engage in the coastwise trade, unless the entire 
rebuilding, including the construction of any major components of the hull or 
superstructure of the vessel, is effected within the United States, its Territories (not 
including trust territories), or its possessions: Provided further, That this section 
shall not apply to merchandise transported between points within the continental 
United States, including Alaska, over through routes heretofore or hereafter recog¬ 
nized by the Interstate Commerce Commission for which routes rate tariffs have 
been or shall hereafter be filed with said Commission when such routes are in part 
over Canadian rail lines and their own or other connecting water facilities: Provided 
further, That this section shall not become effective upon the Yukon River until the 
Alaska Railroad shall be completed and the Secretary of Transportation shall find 
that proper facilities will be furnished for transportation by persons citizens of the 
United States for properly handling the traffic: Provided further, That this section 
shall not apply to the transportation of merchandise loaded on railroad cars or to 
motor vehicles with or without trailers, and with their passengers or contents when 
accompanied by the operator thereof, when such railroad cars or motor vehicles are 
transported in any railroad car ferry operated between fixed termini on the Great 
Lakes as a part of a rail route, if such car ferry is owned by a common carrier by 
water and operated as part of a rail route with the approval of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, and if the stock of such common carrier by water, or its 
predecessor, was owned or controlled by a common carrier by rail prior to June 5, 
1920, and if the stock of the common carrier owning such car ferry is, with the 
approval of the Interstate Commerce Commission, now owned or controlled by any 
common carrier by rail and if such car ferry is built in and documented under the 
laws of the United States: Provided further, That upon such terms and conditions 
as the Secretary of the Treasury by regulation may prescribe, and, if the transport¬ 
ing vessel is of foreign registry, upon a finding by the Secretary of the Treasury, 
pursuant to information obtained and furnished by the Secretary of State, that the 
government of the nation of registry extends reciprocal privileges to vessels of the 
United States, this section shall not apply to the transportation by vessels of the 
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United States not qualified to engage in the coastwise trade, or by vessels of foreign 
registry, of (a) empty cargo vans, empty lift vans, and empty shipping tanks, (b) 
equipment for use with cargo vans, lift vans, or shipping tanks, (c) empty barges 
specifically designed for carriage aboard a vessel and equipment, excluding propul¬ 
sion equipment, for use with such barges, and (d) any empty instrument for 
international traffic exempted from application of the customs laws by the Secretary 
of the Treasury pursuant to the provisions of section 1322(a) of Title 19, if the 
articles described in clauses (a) through (d) are owned or leased by the owner or 
operator of the transporting vessel and are transported for his use in handling his 
cargo in foreign trade; and (e) stevedoring equipment and material, if such equip¬ 
ment and material is owned or leased by the owner or operator of the transporting 
vessel, or is owned or leased by the stevedoring company contracting for the lading 
or unlading of that vessel, and is transported without charge for use in the handling 
of cargo in foreign trade: Provided further, That upon such terms and conditions as 
the Secretary of the Treasury by regulation may prescribe, and, if the transporting 
vessel is of foreign registry, upon his finding, pursuant to information furnished by 
the Secretary of State, that the' government of the nation of registry extends 
reciprocal privileges to vessels of the United, States, the Secretary of the Treasury 
may suspend the application of this section to the transportation of merchandise 
between points in the United States (excluding transportation between the continen¬ 
tal United States and noncontiguous states, districts, territories, and possessions 
embraced within the coastwise laws) which, while moving in the foreign trade of the 
United States, is transferred from a non-self-propelled barge certified by the owner 
or operator to be specifically designed for carriage aboard a vessel and regularly 
carried aboard a vessel in foreign trade to another such barge owned or leased by 
the same owner or operator, without regard to whether any such barge is under 
foreign registry or qualified to engage in the coastwise trade: Provided further, 
That until April 1, 1984, and notwithstanding any other provisions of this section, 
any vessel documented under the laws of the United States and owned by persons 
who are citizens of the United States may, when operated upon a voyage in foreign 
trade, transport merchandise in cargo vans, lift vans, and shipping-tanks between 
points embraced within the coastwise laws for transfer to or when transferred from 
another vessel or vessels, so documented and owned, of the same operator when the 
merchandise movement has either a foreign origin or a foreign destination; but this 
proviso (1) shall apply only to vessels which that same operator owned, chartered or 
contracted for the construction of prior to November 16, 1979, and (2) shall not apply 
to movements between points in the contiguous United States and points in Hawaii, 
Alaska, the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico and United States territories and posses¬ 
sions. For the purposes of this section, after December 31, 1983, or after such time 
as an appropriate vessel has been constructed and documented as a vessel of the 
United States, the transportation of hazardous waste, as defined in section 6903(5) of 
Title 42, from a point in the United States for the purpose of the incineration at sea 
of that waste shall be deemed to be transportation by water of merchandise between 
points in the United States: Provided, however, That the provisions of this sentence 
shall not apply to this transportation when performed by a foreign-flag ocean 
incineration vessel, owned by or under construction on May 1, 1982, for a corporation 
wholly owned by a citizen of the United States; the term “citizen of the United 
States”, as used in this proviso, means a corporation as defined in section 802(a) and 
(b) of this title. The incineration equipment on these vessels shall meet all current 
United States Coast Guard and Environmental Protection Agency standards. These 
vessels shall, in addition to any other inspections by the flag state, be inspected by 
the United States Coast Guard, including drydock inspections and internal examina¬ 
tions of tanks and void spaces, as would be required of a vessel of the United States. 
Satisfactory inspection shall be certified in writing by the Secretary of Transporta¬ 
tion. Such inspections may occur concurrently with any inspections required by the 
flag state or subsequent to but no more than one year after the initial issuance or 
the next scheduled issuance of the Safety of Life at Sea Safety Construction 
Certificate. In making such inspections, the Coast Guard shall refer to the condi¬ 
tions established by the initial flag state certification as the basis for evaluating the 
current condition of the hull and superstructure. The Coast Guard shall allow the 
substitution of an equivalent fitting, material, appliance, apparatus, or equipment 
other than that required for vessels of the United States if the Coast Guard has been 
satisfied that fitting, material. aDpliance. apparatus, or equipment is at least as 
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effective as that required for vessels of the United States: Provided further, That 
for the purposes of this section, supplies aboard United States documented fish 
processing vessels, which are necessary and used for the processing or assembling 
of fishery products aboard such vessels, shall be considered ship’s equipment and not 
merchandise: Provided further ; That for purposes of this section, the term “mer¬ 
chandise” includes valueless material: Provided further , That this section applies to 
the transportation of valueless material or any dredged material regardless of 
whether it has commercial value, from a point or place in the United States or a point 
or place on the high seas within the Exclusive Economic Zone as defined in the 
Presidential Proclamation of March 10, 1983, to another point or place in the United 
States or a point or place on the high seas within that Exclusive Economic Zone: 
Provided further , That the transportation of any platform jacket in or on a launch 
barge between two points in the United States, at one of which there is an 
installation or other device within the meaning of section 1333(a) of Title 43, shall not 
be deemed transportation subject to this section if the launch barge has a launch 
capacity of 12,000 long tons or more, was built as of June 7,1988, and is documented 
under the laws of the United States, and the platform jacket cannot be transported 
on and launched from a launch barge of lesser launch capacity that is identified by 
the Secretary of Transportation and is available for such transportation.

“(3) Not later than 60 days after the date of 
enactment of this Act [June 7, 1988], and periodi¬ 
cally thereafter, the Secretary shall publish in the 
Federal Register a current inventory of launch 
barges developed, maintained, and updated in ac¬ 
cordance with paragraph (1) of this subsection.” 

Transportation of Municipal Sewage Sludge. 
Section 3 of Pub.L. 100-329 provided that: 

“Notwithstanding the provisions of section 1 of 
this Act [amending this section and enacting a 
provision set out as a note under this section], a 
vessel may transport municipal sewage sludge if 
that vessel, regardless of where it was built, is 
documented under the laws of the United States 
and, on the date of enactment of this Act [June 7, 
1988], that vessel— 

“(1) is in use by a municipality for the trans¬ 
portation of sewage sludge; or 

“(2) is under contract with a municipality for 
the transportation of sewage sludge.” 

Vessel Under Contract With Municipality For 
Transportation of Sewer Sludge: Applicability of 
Provisions. Section 4 of Pub.L. 100-329 provided 
that: “For purposes of the first paragraph of 
section 805(a) of the Merchant Marine Act, 1936 
(46 App.U.S.C 1223(a)) [section 1223(a) of this 
Appendix], a vessel described in section 3(2) of 
this Act [set out as a note under this section] is 
not a vessel engaged in domestic intercoastal or 
coastwise service, but the prohibitions in the sec¬ 
ond paragraph apply to that' vessel.” 

Certificate of Documentation to Vessel Trans¬ 
porting Valueless Material in the Coastwise 
Trade, or Dredged Material, Whether or Not of 
Value; Issuance, Endorsement, Etc. Section 5 of 
Pub.L. 106-329 provided that: 

“Notwithstanding the provisions of section 1 of 
this Act [amending this section and exacting a 
provision set out as a note under this section], the 
Secretary of the department in which the Coast 
Guard is operating may issue a certificate of 
documentation under section 12106 of title 46, 
United States Code [section 12106 of Title 46, 
Shipping], to a vessel that— 

“(1) is engaged in transporting only valueless 
material in the coastwise trade or transporting 
dredged material, whether or not of value, (A) 
from a point or place on the high seas within 
the Exclusive Economic Zone as defined in the 
Presidential Proclamation of March 10, 1983 
[Proc. No. 5030, Mar. 10, 1983, 48 F.R. 10601, 
set out as a note under 1453 of Title 16, 
Conservation], to a point or place in the United 


States or to another point or place on the high 
seas within such Exclusive Economic Zone or 
(B) from a point or place within the United 
States to a point or place on the high seas 
within such Exclusive Economic Zone; 

“(2) had a certificate of documentation is¬ 
sued under section 12105 of that title [section 
12105 of Title 46] on October 1, 1987; 

“(3) had been sold foreign or placed under a 
foreign registry before that certificate was is¬ 
sued; and 

*‘(4) was built in the United States; 
except that such certificate of documentation shall 
be endorsed to restrict the use of such vessel to 
the transportation of valueless material in the 
coastwise trade, and to the transportation of 
dredged material, whether or not of value, (i) 
from a point or place on the high seas within such 
Exclusive Economic Zone to a point or place in 
the United States or to another point or place on 
the high seas within such Exclusive Economic 
Zone, or (ii) from a point or place within the 
United States to a point or place on the high seas 
y/ithin such Exclusive Economic Zone.” 

Transportation of Merchandise or Passengers 
Within Alaska by Foreign Built Hovercraft. 
Pub.L. 95-599, Title I, § 146, Nov. 6, 1978, 92 
Stat. 2714, provided that: 

“(a) Effective during the five-year period begin¬ 
ning on the date of enactment of this Act [Nov. 6, 
1978], nothing in section 27 of the Merchant 
Marine Act, 1920 [section 883 of this title], or any 
other provision of law restricting the coastwise 
trade to vessels of the United States shall prohibit 
the transportation within the State of Alaska of 
merchandise or passengers by foreign built hover¬ 
craft.
